Father Ferdinand Madl, 
member of the Passionist 
Comnuinlty m Sierra Madre 
tor the past 21 years, died 
on Monday, June 5th, at St. 

Luke’s Hospital. Father Fer¬ 
dinand had undergone ex¬ 
tremely .serious surgery on 
May 30th of this year. 

Father Madi was born on 
February 7, 1900, in Eudora, 

Kansas, tlie .son of John A. 
and Teresa A. Schoenhofer. 

He pronounced his vows as 
a Pa.ssionist on April 1st, 

1918 and was ordained to 
the priesthorid on February 
Lst, 1'325. 

Following his ordination, 

Father Madl was assistant 
pastor of St. Anne’s paii.sh 
in Normandy, Ml.s-so-uri, tlunr 
under the care of the Pa.s- 
sioni.st Fathers. For the re¬ 
mainder of his priestly years 
till his health failed within 
the pa.st two years. Father 
Madl was assigned to var¬ 
ious Passionist mona.sterie.s 
in the M i d - W e .s t. H e* 
preacheil parish mi.ssions 
and did mueli parochi.al 
work on a temporary or .sup¬ 
ply basis wiien needed in 
the various parishes in the 
mid west and our here in 
southern talifor.nia.

ANSWER; Statutory tiling tee tor the new 
statement, inclusive of mandatory certification of 
a copy by the County Clerk, is $10.00. Publica¬ 
tion charge tor the four insertions of the notice is 
determined by the selected newspaper. 

12. QUESTION; Can two or more fictitious name 
businesses operating under different names from the 
same address but owned by the same person or per¬ 
sons tile and publish under a single statement? 

ANSWER: Yes, provided two or more filing 
fees of $10.00 each are paid the County Clerk tor 
multiple indexing, and provided that printer's proofs 
of publication are provided the County Clerk for 
filing with the original copies of the consolidated 
statement. Most newspapers will make an additional 
charge tor each additional firm name.

1. QUESTIQN: When does the new Fictitious 
Name Law take effect? 

ANSWER: It took effect on July 1, 1971. 


ANSWER: All individuals, partnerships and 
corporations which operate under names not their 
own must file. Ail old certificates expired June 
30, 1971. 

3. QUESTION; What is a Fictitous Firm Name? 

ANSWER: One that does not include the 
surname of the operator, or one that implies the 
ownership participation of others such as Brothers, 
Sons, Associates, Company”; or if a corporation 
owner, a name different from that registered In the 


13. QUESTION: Will a change in residence ad¬ 
dress of an individual or member of a general part¬ 
nership doing business under a tiled fictitious name 
make necessary a publication when filing is repeated 
at the end of each five year period? 

ANSWER; Yes, publication will be required 
when re-tiling is made at the end of each five 
year period it there has been any "change in 
information” which makes a new statement differ 
from the old one. It there have been no changes 
in the statement from one five year period to the 
next, no additional publication will be required. 
However, this issue cannot be raised until 1976 and 
the years thereafter.

A prediction that 300,000 firms doing business in California 
under fictitious trade names will re-file under the new fictitious 
firm name law was made this week by William G. Sharp, county 
clerk of Los Angeles County. Sharp is chairman of a committee of 
county clerks which has been preparing procedures for the new 
statute. 

The new requiremetit for re-filing of all firm names goes into 
effect July 1,1971, but Sharp said the filings will be accepted by 
the county clerk’s offices beginning Monday, and he urged early 
filing in order to avoid the rush just before the July 1 deadline. 

The filing fee under the new law will be $10. Filings must be 
renewed hereafter at five year intervals. 

The Los Angeles county clerk also pointed out that the historic 
publication requirement has been continued under the new law 
and that publication of the statement once a week for four suc¬ 
cessive weeks in a newspaper of general circulation in the neigh¬ 
borhood of the affected business is required whenever there has 
been any change in the information contained in the certificate 
previously filed. Publication will not be required in instances 
where there has been no change in the information carried in the 
old certificate. 

A fictitious name. Sharp pointed out, is one that does not include 
the surname of the operator or one that implies the existence of 
other owners; or, if a corporation, if it includes a name other than 
the name given in the articles of incorporation. 

The purpose of the fictitious business name procedure is to 
protect the consumer in enabling him to find out the person with 
whom he is really dealing. Sharp said. If he has been defrauded by 
the “John Doe Television and "rime Clock Repair Shop” and the 
shop is really owned and operated by “Richard Roe” or the “East 
Ganawanda Land and Farming Corporation,” the consumer can 
find in the fictitious name statement information for bringing suit 
for damages. The procedure provides a ready source of in¬ 
formation concerning identity realities obscured by fictitious 
business or trade names. Most banks now require evidence that 
the fictitious filing and publication requirements have been met 
before they will open an account under a fictitious name. 

The office of each county clerk will furnish forms required by 
the new law or information and forms from this newspaper.

5. QUESTIQN: Must all firm presently doing busi¬ 
ness under fictitious names file new statements? 

ANSWER: Yes, all must re-file under new 
code sections of the Business and Professions Code 
which replace those in the Civil Code: The new 
sections are 17900-17930 and also Sections 7540 
and 10159.5 and Section 10522.5 of the Business 
and Professions Code, and Section 12300.2 of the 
Financial Code. 


14. QUESTIQN: Is it mandatory that a single 
style of printed form be used in filing and pub¬ 
lishing of Fictitious Name Statements? 

ANSWER: County Counsel of Los Angeles 
County has ruled that any form is acceptable pro¬ 
vided it is of the 8 I /2 by 11 -inch dimensions pres¬ 
cribed by the State Judicial Council tor forms, 
and provided it embraces all items specified in 
Section 17913 of the Business and Professions Code, 
and without regard to other material that may be 
printed on the forms for identification or informa¬ 
tional purposes. 


6 . QUESTIQN: Must all firms doing business 
under a fictitious name publish at the time of filing? 

ANSWER: County Clerk of Los Angeles County 
has ruled that effective July 1, 1971, all registrants 
under the new law must publish. 

7. QUESTIQN: Precisely what is the process for 
publishing? 

ANSWER: Publication must be made once a 
week for four weeks in a qualified newspaper cir¬ 
culating in the area of the affected business. Publica¬ 
tion must be commenced within 30 days after filing. 
And proof of publication must be filed with the 
County Clerk within 30 days after completion of 
publication. 


15. QUESTIQN: After July 1, 1971. will all new 
filings require pubication? 

ANSWER; All new filings will require pub¬ 
ication until December 31, 1976. (Ruling of the 
County Clerk of Los Angeles County.) 

16. QUESTIQN: What other values do registrants 
gain through publication of Fictitious Firm Names? 

ANSWER: Evidential proof of priority is esta¬ 
blished In the event competitors later use or file 
under the same name. Also their is direct advertising 
value for the firm through publication four times 
in a local newspaper of substantial circuatlon of the 
name and address of the business, it being noted 
that newspapers frequently print such names in 
black face type in capital letters, spaced separately.

The fart 
that only Communists get to 
be Undersecretary for Politi¬ 
cal a-nd Security Council Af¬ 
fairs is .’lot just a coinci¬ 
dence The arrangement was 
agreed upon- at the found-ing 
of the United Nations.

dent and your Congressman 
hear front you.

The catch is that this 
money need not l)e used for campaign purposes, but can 
be kept by the official for personal purposes and is not j^athy 
subject to income tax.

Many polticians hold these testimonial dinners once Knight 
a year, and in Los Angeles County some of the these din- elected 
nrs raise as much as $300 thousand. 

On the ticket which the dinner donor buys is printed, 
in small type, a phrase that says the money is a gift to 
the official guest of honor, and need not be used for 
campaign expense, appears. 

It is not difficult for an elected official who serves 
two or three terms to accumulate as much as $1 million 
from these dinners. This is money, over and above his 
salary and pension. It is free money, subject to no taxa¬ 
tion. 

This nefarious graft almost guarantees that an In¬ 
cumbent office holder can not be defeated for re-election. 

He has all of his campaign funds long in advance of any 
election and his opposition Is wiped out before the cam¬ 
paign starts. What he has over, he keeps.
